Claim 36 previously withdrawn towis hereby rejoined and has been fully 
examined for patentability. 

Claims 1-3, 6-7, 23-27 and 29-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 and 29, patentability resides, at least in part, in the electrical insulator being 
disposed between the inner and outer conductors, the insulator further having an axially 
extending outer surface with a channel and a sealing member disposed therein, in 
combination with the other limitations of the base claim; Regarding claim 23, 
patentability resides, at least in part, in the electrical insulator being water tightly sealed 
to the inner and outer conductors by at least two substantially centered seals, the 
insulator further having an axially extending outer surface with a channel and a sealing 
member disposed therein in combination with the other limitations of the base claim.
